Mr Kean, appeared yesterday evening as Shylock, for the last time 
this season, and we never saw him take more pains with the part ;— 
there was no striking passage which he did not make highly effective, 
and all the more delicate beauties of the character, he pointed with 
beautiful precision. In the trial scene, where his confidence in the ul- 
timate gratification of his hoarded revenge was crushed by the unex- 
pected sentence of the court, his distraction and despair were so touch- 
ing as almost to make one feel a spark of pity for the malignant old 
man. There was nothing worthy of remark in the acting of the other 
performers, except that Mrs. Chatterly personated Portia, faute de 
mieux. John Jones, and My Wife or My Place, were the after- 
pieces. 








Covent Garden Cheatre. 

The Inconstant, one of the best of Farquhar’s agreeable comedies, 
was acted here last night with so much ability that we have no idea it 
could ever have been, as a whole, more perfectly represented. C. Kem- 
ble, who made his first appearance this season as the hero, personated 
that rattle-brained, thoughtless, high-spirited young fellow with all 
the fire and spirit of his best days, and looked so young that one might 
be almost tempted to believe that he had discovered the true elixir 
vite. His acting, in the last act, where, jast as his life is about to 
be sacrificed by the hellish associates of the courtezan, Oriana arrives 
to save him, was one of the finest specimen of the art we were ever 
witness to, and drew forth loud plaudits from the delighted audience ; 
this highly wrought and impressive catastrophe was founded on an ac- 
tual circumstance, which took place, in Paris, to an acquaintance of 
the author, if not to the author himself. Miss Taylor played, Oriana, 
for the first time, and seemed to enter with perfect feeling into the 
romantic interest of the character; her assumption of madness was 
acted with great discrimination. The part of Bizarre, hitherto acted 
at this Theatre by Mrs Chatterly, had a charming representative in 
Miss Ellen Tree, and Old Mirabel, and Duretete, were highly effective 
in the hands of Bartley, and Wrench. The Comedy was succeeded by 
the Opera of The Barber of Seville, in which Miss Inverarity sustained, 
for the first time, the part of Rosina, and must, we think, have more 
than satisfied all the reasonable expectations of her friends and ad- 
mirers; she did indeed “discourse most eloquent music;” her fine 
voice, and chaste execution have never been heard to greater advan- 
tage than in the bravura, ‘ Tyrant soon I'll burst thy chains,’ and in 
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the music leéson, ‘An old man would be wooing; the latter was tu- 
multuously encored. 

A Mr. Reynoldson, from Edinburgh, made a most suceessful début 
in the part of Docior Bartolo, he not only acted the part excellently, 
but he proved himself a most capital musician, he restored the original 
music of the part; aud introduced a duet with Miss Inverarity; from 
Il Turco in Italia, which was iramensely applauded, and hie reception 
altogether was of the most flattering description. Mr. Wilson played 
Fiorello, and G. Peuson, (the best boffo singer on the English stage) 
Figaro admirably, and we certainly never recollect to have heard this 
Opera so well executed before at this Theatre. In consequence of the 
great satisfaction, the entertainments afforded to a very good house, 
they are to be repeated on Friday next. |
